In  January  1995  we  said  goodbye  to  an  admired  and  beloved 
friend,  colleague,  and  mentor.  Those  who  had  the  op- 
portunity to  know  Robert  W.  Prichard  will  sadly  miss  not 
only  his  presence  and  his  teaching,  but  also  his  unmistakable 
style,  inquisihveness,  grace  and  wit.  His  greatest  memorials 
will  be  the  minds  he  shaped  and  the  life  work  of  the  many 
Pathology  residents  and  medical  students  whose  training  he 
oversaw.  We  will  forever  carry  his  spirit  in  our  hearts. 

Following  medical  school  at  George  Washington  Univer- 
sity and  residency  training  in  Washington,  D.C.,  Boston,  and 
Philadelphia,  Dr.  Prichard  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pathology  at  Bowman  Gray  in  1951  and  became  its 
chairman  in  1973.  He  was  intensely  involved  in  medical  edu- 
cation during  the  44  years  he  gave  to  our  institution,  and  was 
honored  by  the  student  body  as  the  recipient  of  the  Basic 
Science  Teaching  Award  (four  times),  the  Teaching  Excel- 
lence Award,  and  Student  A.M. A.  "Golden  Apple"  Award, 
and  the  Gray  Matter  dedicahon  (twice).  He  considered  med- 
ical teaching  to  be  both  a  privilege  and  a  duty,  and  perhaps 
his  proudest  accomplishment  was  such  recognition  and  ap- 
preciahon  by  his  pupils. 


His  profuse  contnbuhons  to  atherosclerosis  research,  most 
recently  a  1994  paper  in  jAMA.  span  35  years  of  authorship. 
In  addition  to  this  expertise,  and  many  publications  m 
hematology,  immunohematology,  and  other  areas  of  ana- 
tomic patnology  and  laboratory  medicine,  he  was  a  rec- 
ognized scholar  of  medical  history.  He  was  the  editor  of  the 
North  Carolina  Medical  Journal  for  eleven  years  (1963-1974), 
and  was  actively  involved  at  the  highest  level  in  national  or- 
ganizations ranging  from  the  American  Board  of  Pathology  to 
the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners. 

Words  cannot  encompass  all  that  Robert  W.  Pnchard  was 
to  our  medical  school,  our  profession,  or  to  us  as  individuals. 
He  was  a  dedicated  family  man  and  a  tireless,  humble  servant 
of  his  university,  community,  and  church.  We  thank  his 
family  for  sharing  his  time  and  wide-ranging  talents  with  us, 
and  we  mourn  the  passing  of  a  man  whose  broad  scientific 
and  chnical  shoulders  we  all  now  stand  upon.
